The company lias just executed the 
mortgage to the Central Trust Com­ 
pany of New York, and E. Francis 
Hy de of New l^ork, as trustees, as of 
the first day of July , 19 10, to secure 
an issue of bonds to the amount of 
$4,8 50,000, the mortgage, 
and

bonds secured thereby being in ac­ 
cord with the requirements of the 
re-organization 
agreement between 
trustees

stockholders 
and bondholders, and creditors hold­ 
ing receivership indebtedness, enter­ 
ed into May 5, 19 10.

Local a t­

Shelby county is 
overwhelmingly 
Democratic, and if this is done, the 
chances are the county

they learned at Rushville. 
Rushville has every reason to be 
proud of her water, light and power 
plant, since it is probably the most 
up-to-date and modern plant in this 
section of the 
Sta^e. 
Cities all 
around here have had trouble with 
water and light problems and 
have 
been unable to combat them success­ 
fully . 
They experience the most dif­ 
ficulty in the summer time during the 
dry spells, when tltf* 
w ater in most 
cities gets low, and 
every where in 
this district, cities are 
threatened 
with water famine. 
Not so with Rushville. Even though 
the water in the reservoir has been 
very low at times here in the sum­ 
mer, it has never been dangerous, 
when other cities were in dire peril. 
Rushville’s plant has been managed 
well and Rushville people should he 
duly thankful for the services which 
they have had in the past and which 
they may expect in the future.

San. Francisco , J an. 19.—When he 
flew twelv e miles fro m sho re to the 
deck o f the cruiser Pennsy lv ania, an­ 
cho red in San Francisco bay , made a 
perfect landing o n the warship, and 
after 
turning 
abo ut 
his 
machine 
launched it in the air again and flew 
back to the starting po int, Eugene B. 
Ely acco mplished a feat of av iatio n. 
Ely , who is a nativ e so n 
and o ne o f the 
Curtiss fly ers, to o k the air fro m Sel­ 
fridge Field, where the Thirtieth in­ 
fantry was encamped fo r the o ccasio n. 
He go t off witho ut a h itch and sped 
the distance o f twelve miles acro ss the 
bay in six teen minutes. Th e Pennsy l­ 
v ania was the center of a fleet o f war­ 
ships and th e bay was alive with craft 
o f all description. 
Wh en Ely ’s ma­ 
chine was first sigh ted from th e war­ 
ships, the plane broke th rough 
the 
mist and swept up th e bay like an 
enormous gull, never wavering 
o r fal­ 
tering for an instant. 
The air was smoky and th e av iato r 
flew low, so th at it was difficult to pick 
him up until h e was a few miles away . 
A blast from th e Pennsy lvania’s siren, 
which was taken up by a cho rus o f 
o ther wh istles, gave th e first warning 
o f th e aeroplanes appearance. 
At 
brief intervals th e sirens 
shrieked. 
Then as th e air craft soared down to 
the deck o f th e cruiser th ey all let go 
in a migh ty toot. 
Ely flew th rough th e cruiser squad­ 
ro n very close to th e water. 
He ap­ 
pro ached th e Pennsy lvania from her 
bo ws,, swept past h er for a few hun­ 
dred y ards and th en circled 
back, 
mounting slowly and settling 
lightly 
o n th e big platform th at covered the 
ship’s after deck. Ely landed so light­ 
ly that h is biplane was hardly shaken. 
Ely ’s return flight was witho ut inci­ 
dent. 
When he alighted he receiv ed 
a warm receptio n fro m the army o ffi­ 
cers and tro o ps o f the Thirtieth infan­ 
try encamped o n the gro unds. 
He 
said: 
“ This was easy . 
I co uld do it 
ev ery day .” 
On No v . 3 last Ely made the first 
successful flight fro m ship to sho re 
when he flew fro m the fo rward deck 
o f the sco ut cruiser Birmingham, an­ 
cho red in Hampto n Ro ads o ff Old 
Po int Co mfo rt, acro ss Chesapeake bay , 
landing o n the sho re o ppo site Fo rtress 
Mo nro e. 
At Av iatio n Field the ex periment 
was tried as to whether wireless mes­ 
sages co uld be sent fro m the gro und 
to an av iato r in the air while he was 
making inv estigatio ns o f the tro o ps.

Indianapo lis, Jan. 19 .—The bill ap­ 
pro priating $103,000 to redeem state 
fair g ro hnd liv e sto ck pav ilio n bo nds 
and to pay the interest o n the bo nds 
was passed u nder su spensio n o f ru le 
in the ho u se "y esterday , and twenty - 
sev en new bills were intro du ced. 
Twenty -two new bills were intro ­ 
du ced in the senate and Senato r Sto ts- 
enbu rg was swo rn in as president pro 
tem o f the senate. . 
Amo ng the bills 
intro du ced was o ne which wo u ld pro ­ 
v ide fo r free scho o l bo o ks, ano ther fo r 
pu blic reco rds o f prescriptio ns fo r 
liqu o r presented at dru g sto res, an­ 
o ther fo r creating a departm ent o f 
ho rticu ltu re and fo restry , and o thers 
fo r state-wide primary electio ns, and 
fo r remedy ing the law’s delay s.

In ackno wledg ing the hig h ho no r 
which had co me to him thro u g h his 
electio n to the. po sitio n o f United 
States 
senato r 
fro m 
Indiana, 
Mr. 
K ern’s speech was brief and who lly 
witho u t partisan co lo r. 
He thanked the g eneral assembly fo r 
the ho no r co nferred u po n him and de­ 
clared that “it is an especially g reat 
ho no r to be elected the su ccesso r o f 
the present able and patrio tic senato r 
fro m Indiana,” and he paid Bev eridg e 
a fu rther co mpliment by say ing that 
“after twelv e y ears o f faithfu l serv ice 
he will retire fro m that bo dy with in­ 
teg rity u nqu estio ned, with ability u ni­ 
v ersally ackno wledg ed and a repu ta­ 
tio n fo r elo qu ence and earnestness al­ 
to g ether u nsu rpassed.”

A bill to reg u late the m anner o f co l­ 
lecting mo ney fo u nd by the state bo ard 
o f acco u nts to be du e to the state o r 
to any mu nicipality has been prepared, 
embo dy ing ideas fro m the g o v erno r, 
the atto rney g eneral and the chief o f 
the state bo ard o f acco u nts, and is de­ 
sig ned to streng then the pu blic ac­ 
co u nting law*. 
The bill pro v ides fo r a separate law 
co ncerning the repo rting o f ex amina­ 
tio ns and fo r co llectio n o f the sho rt­ 
ag es. and pro po ses to chang e the pres­ 
ent metho d o f co llecting sho rtag es in 
the fo llo wing po ints: 
The atto rney g eneral shall hav e fu ll 
charg e o f pro ceeding s to co llect o nly 
where the sho rtag es are fo u nd In co n­ 
nectio n with state departm ents o r 
state institu tio ns, o r when specifically 
o rdered by the g o v erno r to assu me 
su ch charg e when the repo rt co ncerns 
any mu nicipality o r co rpo ratio n o u t­ 
side the state departm ents o r institu ­ 
tio ns, the atto rney g eneral shall send 
the repo rt to the pro secu ting atto rney 
o f the circu it in which the mu nicipal­ 
ity o r co rpo ratio n is situ ated, and it 
shall beco me the du ty o f the pro secu t­ 
ing atto rney to institu te pro ceeding s 
within thirty day s. 
In the ev ent the, 
bill beco mes a law the pro secu ting at­ 
to rney s shall assu me charg e o f the 
trial o f cases already filed by the at­ 
to rney g eneral o n repo rts o f sho rt­ 
ag es, w’hich, u nder the present law*, 
wo u ld be pro secu ted by the atto rney 
g eneral. 
The bill is so drawn as to leav e in 
the hands o f the g o v erno r and the at­ 
to rney g eneral co ntro l, thro u g h the 
pro secu ting atto rney s, o f the pro secu ­ 
tio ns at all times. The g o v erno r’s o r­ 
der to the atto rney g eneral, the bill 
pro po ses, shall be su fficient ex cu se fo r 
any pro secu ting atto rney fo r acting in 
co mpliance with the g o v erno r’s o rder. 
Tlie bill pro v ides fu rther that an in­ 
fo rmal co mplaint will be all that will 
be necessary in filing su it. 
The bill fu rther pro v ides fo r a fee 
sy stem by which the pro secu to rs shall 
be paid fo r the ex tra wo rk cau sed by 
the pro v isio ns o f the act, and also 
pro ­ 
po ses to empo wer the pro secu ting at­
